Synopsis of 
west Land Keguldtions. 


The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years eld, may home- 
stead a quarter section uf available 
Dominion land in Manitova, Sask- 
tchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the VDom- 
inion Lands Agency or ‘“uo-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion lands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agoney), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A_ habitable 
ouse is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the viciaity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres ex- 
ra cultivation. Pre-emption patent 
may be obtained as soon as home- 
stead patent, on certain conditiuns. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a_ pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre.

OF WORLD'S BATTERS 


Old Cap Was a .300 Batter Over 
Twenty-two Year Perlod, Facing 
Terrific Pitching 
“Who, in your opinion, was the 
greatest batter of all time?” was asked 
of Billy Quinn, who has seen them all 
since back in the 70's. “Captain 
Adrian Anson,” was the umpire's 
comeback. “Anson was in the game 
22 years. While he was in harness 
the game was revolutionized, as far 
as pitching was concerned, yet Anson, 
at the end of his career, still was hit- 
ting above the .300 mark. Why, in 
1894—his nineteenth in the big 
leagues—he hit for the tremendous 

average of .394. 

“Anson broke into the game in 1876. 
That was the era when swift pitching 
and the 45-foot distance was in vogue. 
Yet Anson hit for a .352 average from 
1876 until 1881, in which year the 
pitching distance was lengthened to 
66 feet. In 1879 he hit 407. The 
very first season that the then new 
pitching distance of 55 feet was in 
vogue, Anson hit for .391, showing 
how much he’ was helped by the 
change. Irom 1881 until 1893 the dis- 
tance remained at 55 feet and then it 
was shifted to 60 feet, because by that 
time the curves and twisters had be 
come a common thing and it was 
thought that these gave the pitcher 
the ‘edge.’ So the box was moved 
five feet farther away. 


Old Cap’s 1893 Comeback 


“Anson really reached his crest 
when he hit for .421 in 1887. Then 
he began to slip away a bit. He was 


getting old and his eye couldn't follow 
the ball as it did earlier in his youth. 
In 1888 he hit .343, the next year .341 
and in 1890 he dropped to .311. In 
1891 and 1892 he could not reach the 
.3800 mark—the only two years during 
his 22 in the majors that he falled 
to hit beyond the standard figure. 

“In 1892 the folks began to count 
out Anson as a batter. But the next 
season the pitching distance, as I have 
said, was lengthened five feet—making 
it 60 feet ultogether—and Anson 
took on a new lease of life. Despite 
his advanced baseball years, and al- 
though his eyes were growing dim, 
the old warrior found it easy for the 
next five years batting against 60-foot 
pitching. In 1893, the first season 
the 60-foot distance was in force, he 
hit for .332. In 1894 he totalled .394, 
following with .338 in 1895, .335 in 1896 
and .302 in 1897—his last year in the 
majors. 


Grand Average Near .340 


“Anson, you see, was in baseball 22 
years and over that sweep of years 
he hit for a grand average close to 
.340! If Anson were in his prime to- 
day—in the same form he displayed 
from 1876 until 1890—I doubt if any 
man in the gume could approach him 
in the hitting line. The 60-foot pitch: 
ing distance would be pie for him. He 
averaged .340 batting under that rule 
from 1895 to 1897, and during those 
years, you must remember, the old 
boy had taken on a lot of weight, 
his muscles had become hardened and 
he wasn’t even half as fast as when 
he was a youngster. 

“Do you think the foul strike rule 
would have cut in on Ansons average, 
had it been operative in the old days?” 
we asked. 

“Not much,” answered the veteran. 
“Anson didn't do much fouling. Nor 
did he fritter away his time at plate. 
They had to be over before the old 
boy would swing at them. But when 
he swung the chances were that ball 
was on its way through the infleld 
or into the outfield. Anson rarely 
would miss a swing. He had a won- 
derful eye. One whizz was about all 
he needed.” r

palgn is selfish, and that Canadian 
manufacturers are taking advantago 
of conditions to advance their own 
{nterests. Ycu intimate this strongly 
{n your editorial. I say let us admit 
that it is selfish in the sense that 
each individual manufacturer in Can- 
ada is trying to keep himself in the 
business game during these trying 
times! Wherein is the sin in this? 
Is it not good business thet the Can- 
adian manufacturer should further 
his own interests, gtve his laborers 
employment, and make the money 
with which to pay them and pay him- 
self—much of which must ultimately 
drift around to our stores and mako 
good business for all of us, and all 
along help make better business for 
everybody in the community? Would- 
n't we far rather have Canadian manu- 
facturers do this than attempt to 
please the sald Purists by spending 
time on our knees praying for the 
success of our armies in the fleld 
without turning a hair to make “gold- 
en bullets” with which to buy the 
supplies for our defenders? The 
business man who is honorably selfish 
is an asset to the country; it {a the 
multitude of honorably selfish units 
that makes the successful nation.

'New Agreement Will 
Apply to Prisoners 


British and German Dele- 
gates Conclude Meeting at 
the Hague 


LONDON, July 27.—The agreement 
reached by the British and German | 
delegates at their recent conference 
at The Hague regarding the exchange 
of and treatment of civil and wmili- 
tary prisone:s has: been ratified by 
both governments, according to a 
statement made by James Fitzalan ' 
Hope, Unionist member for Sheffield 
in the house of commons. 

The agreement provides that direct 
repatriation shall be resumed, that 
the qualifications on medical grouncg 
for repatriation or internment in 
neutral countries be nade more leni-} 
ent, and that the more seriously ill 
and wounded now interned in Swit- 
zerland shall be returned to their 
own countries ,to. make room for 
others. 

In addition to those sent to Swit- 
zerland, Holland has agreed tg ac- 
cept 7,000 persons, while all com- 
missioned and non.commissionad of- 
ficers, whether in health or not, whg 
have been in captivity for 18 months 
or more, shall be eligible for intern- 
ment in neutral countries.

German Revolution After 
War Predicted 


With the French Armies, July 6th, 
(by mail).—German prisoners helong- 
ing to the Socialist party, and who 
have been recently captured in the 
fichting on the French front,, declare 
the Socialists of Germany are mere- 
ly continuing the war for the pur- 
pose of making certain a revolutiog 
in Germany afterwards. One of these 
Socialists who was taken prisoner in 
the capture of the famous ‘‘Dragon’s 
Cave’’ underlying ‘“ady’s Road’ 
near Hutebise on June 25th, had 
just come to the front from the 
aeroplane factories at Berlin where 
he had been for some time previous- 
ly employed. He stated he was a 
member of the Socialist Democratic 
party. When asked to state his ob- 
jects of the war, he gave the novel 
reply : 

‘Hach belligerent should pay _ its 
own costs involved by the war, Bel- 
gium included. Alsace and Lorraine 
should be returned to France.’’ 

“But why are you then muakinz 
war?’’ was the next surprised ques- 
tion. 

“Merely to make a revolution cer- 
tain afterwards,’’ was the prompt 
teply. The prisoner said he was a 
subscriber to the Vorwarts, the Ger- 
man Socialists’ newspaper, but that 
he had not received it for some time 
past, aS the military authorities no 
longer allowed it to- be delivered to 
the soldiers, especially at the front.

RED) DEER ALBERTA 


Immense Land-Deal is 
Closed In the South 


LETHBRIDGE, Alta., July 27. — 
It isn’t every day in the history of 
Southern Alberta that a deal for 
more than 4,000 head of stock and 
349,800 acres of range is consum- 
mated. But sucha transaction has 
just been put through whereby Ray 
Kmght, leading stockman of the 
south, and J. D. Watson, known to 
every cattlerran from Winnipeg to 
the coast as the former buyer for 
the Vancouver-Prince Rupert Pack- 
ing Company, become owners of tha 
Alberta herds of Gordon, Tronsides 
and Fares, Winnipeg packers, and 
their grazing privileges on the 
Blood reserve south and west of the 
city. 

The deal was consummated a week 
ago. There are at least 4,000 cattle 
in the outfit. There may be more 
alcng with the stock and range. The 
new owners take over a string of 
cow-horses and have already engag- 
ed a dozen or more riders who have 
been in charge of the old outfit. 

A couple of years ago the firm of 
Gordon, Ironsides and Fares renew- 
ed their lease on the grazing privil- 
eges of the Indian reserve. Tately, 
however, their packing business has 
grown-so greatly that they were 
willing to talk business when — ap- 
proached to sell their Alberta busi- 
ness. Just how much money is _ in- 
volved in the deal will not. he defin- 


itely known until the cattle are 
counted out. However. of a con- 
servative estimate, it will take he- 


tween three and four hundred thous- 
and to swing the purchase, making 
it easily the biggest transaction of 
the kind in western Canada this. 
year. 
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Britain’s Army is Well 
. Over Five Millions 


Without Counting the Navy 
or Men From Dominions 


PARIS, July 27.—David Lloyd- 
George, the British premier, today 
gave a breakfast to a number of 
editors of important French news- 
papers, during which he conversed 
fully with them on the military sit- 
uation and replied tu questions. 

The Temps this afternoon gives a 
summary of his talk. 

Mr. Lloyd-George said that Great 
Britain had between five million and 
5,500,000 soldiers enrolled, without 
counting 400,000 to 500,000 belong- 
ing to the navy, or nearly a million, 
men from the dominions and gol- 
onies. 

Great Britain had placed at the 
disposition of the Allies, he added, 
from 1,500,000 to 2,000,000 tons of 
merchant ships. Next year’s build- 
ing programme for merchant ships, 
which already has begun, amounts 
to 4,000,000 tons, or twice as much 
as in a gOod year during peace time. 

Alluding to the campaign against 
submarines, Mr. Lloyd-George said : 

“The diminution in shipping losses 
in incontestable. It is. impossible to 
abandon this subject without paying 
homage to the aid given by _ the 
American navy, both regarding the 
organization of convoys and by tor- 
pedo boat destroyers, which have 
rendered an inValuable service.’’ ~ 

5,000,000: IN WAR WORK 

Continuing, Mr. Lloyd-George said 
that five million men and women 
now were engaged in war work in 
the United Kingdom. More women 
could he employed if the trades un- 
ions did not fear the competition of 
women after the war, but other 
countries seemed to have experienced 
the same difficulties. It could be 
said that at the present time no 
British industry is working for in- 
dividual interests, except in agricul- 
ture. 
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Although the English people sin- 
cerely hoped that the present. war 
would be the last war, Mr. TL.Joyd- 
George continued, the country — in- 


tended to avoid its previous error, 
and in the future would he able to 
support itself. 

He said he recognized that the lat- 
est news from Russia was not good 
news, but that Russia already had 
shown that she possessed infinite re- 
sources and was the land of the un- 
expected. 

Tn bidding. farewell to his guests, 
Mr. J.loyd-George said the world's 
future depended on Great Britain and 


France acting together.

“The Allied powers, more closely 
united than ever for the defence of 
the people’s rights, particularly in 
the Balkan peninsula, are resolved 
not to lay down arms until they 
have attained the end which in their 
eye, dominates all others—to render 
impossible a return of the criminal 
aggression such as that whereof tho 
rie as powers bear the responsibil- 
ity.
